DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3, 5-14, 17-28, 31-60, 62, 63 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the invention of Claims 1, 62, or 63 as a 
whole, in particular the "substantially zero slump" limitation. Shills (US 4,743,471) and the 
interview summary mailed 8 April 2009 are relevant to the allowance of these claims. Shills 
teaches applying pigment to roof tiles. The Examiner submits that Shills provides flinging or 
forcefully applying of a pigmented material to the surface of the tiles. The Examiner also 
maintains the view set forth previously that application by hand (rather than mechanically using 
the Shills process) of similar pigment material would have been obvious over Shills. However, 
Applicant's counsel exhibited a sample of the Momier tile represented to be the result of the 
Shills process. The surface of the Momier tile (the Shills process) was smooth as if it had been 
sprayed with paint, and this pigmented material did not protrude from the surface. The Momier 
tile differed from the sample produced by the claimed process, where the pigmented portions 
were found to protmde by a few millimeters. See the Exhibit description and Substance of 
Interview in the 8 April 2009 Interview Summary. The Examiner was persuaded by these 
exhibits and the 30 December 2008 declarations that the zero or substantially zero slump 
concrete represented a nonobvious improvement over the prior art, and the slump limitation has a 
nexus with the evidence. All independent claims now recite this slump level, which is not taught 
or fairly suggested by the prior art.
